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Trail project 


gets two-way criticism 


The new Lake Ontario- 
Algonquin Pork recreational 
trail now invits initial phases 
of development as a local 
Manpower office winter works 
program, came in for two-way 
criticism at last week's closing 
session of Hastings county 
council. 

On one hand some coun- 
cil members were unhappy that 
the trail was being developed 
primarily as o walking trail, 
while others were concerned 
about the property owners’ lia- 
bility. 

In a report to council 
Huntingdon Reeve Russell Sills, 
as a trail steering committee 
representative, noted that the 
Bruce Trail Association in 
Western Ontario does not under- 
take any written legal agree- 
ments with landowners nor does 
it accept any obligation of 
public liability for which in- 
surance coverage would be re- 
quired. 

Mr. Sills said it was ex- 
pected the Quinte trail project 
would be constructed along 
similar lines -- thereby avoid- 
ing possible legal entangle - 
ments and lawsuits 

The Huntingdon reeve said 
the trail was to primarily be o 
walking trail although there 


would be some sections avail- 
able for snowmobile or mini- 
bike use. 

Faraday Reeve Jack Mc~ 
Kenzie said if the trail was to 
be for walking only, the 
$125,000 expenditure was but « 
waste of taxpayers’ money 

Madoc Reeve Cecil Woods 
said researchers now contacting 
farmers along the trail route 
were asking permission for a 
walking trail only. Some farm 
ers would not allow snowmobil« 
but he would like to see a 
combination trail of some sort. 

Dungannon Reeve Calvin 
White noted that even witha 
trail for walkers only, there 
could be problems completely 
unrelated to ownership liabil- 
ity. 

Most of the people using 
the trail would be urban resi- 
dents getting a brief respite 
from city living- 

In many instances such 
people had little appreciation 
of other people's property and 
Reeve White said there could 
be fire danger from carelessly 
stossed cigorettes. 

If the trail was used by 
snowmobilers there would be 
little regard for fences.

‘Switch school taxes: 
Property to income’ 


The Prince Edward County 
Board of Education feels that 
the department of education is 
providing adequate grant sup- 
port to local school boards. 

This comment is contained 
in a brief from the county board 
to the provincial committee 
on the costs of education meet- 
ing in Toronto. 

"The difficulty in Financ- 
ing education at present app- 
ears to relate to two main 
factors - unnecessary ond ex- 
travagant expenditures and the 
necessity to penalize the prop-~ 
erty owner who suffers a severe 
hardship through education 
Property tax assessments. " 

The board has two suggest- 
ions: Reduce expenditures; and 
eliminate the educational 


property tax in favor of an 
additional income tax. 

The brief submitted by the 
board provides a number of 
suggestions as to how the de- 
partment might shave educat- 
ional costs without lowering 
the quality of education. 

The brief suggests a stream- 
lining of the department ad- 
ministration with more control 
on duplication of effort by the 
various branches within the 
department. 

"This should result in 
savings both to the department 
and to the local boards and 
possibly reduce the constant 
Flow of forms and requests for 
information. "

Edward Region Conservation 
Authority, the annual Financial 
report and projected budget 
for 1972 were presented to mem- 
bers.

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Mohawks plan RCMP raid 


WANT WAMPUM BELTS RE- 
TURNED 

A group of Mohawk Ind- 
ians intends to raid the nation- 
al RCMP headquarters in 
Ottawa and an Ottawa museum 
if the federal government does 
not return certain historic 
Iroquois wampum belts and art- 
ifacts, a spokesman for the 
group said yesterday. 

Mike Mitchell told the an- 
nual conference of the Ontario 
Native League for Youth, that 
his group is prepared to go to 
jail to bring the issue to public 
attention. 

Mr. Mitchell, a member 
of the National Film Board's 
Indian crew, said some of the 
wampum belts were seized at 
gunpoint by the RCMP on ord- 
ers of federal Indian affairs 
department officials when the 


traditional Six Nations chiefs 
were forcibly evicted to per- 
mit introduction of an elected 
system on reserves. 

Some of the items have 
been donated to the Museum 
of Man in Ottawa but much of 
what was seized still is being 
held by the RCMP, he said. 

Walter Currie, director of 
the native studies department 
at Trent University in Peter- 
borough, told the conterence 
Saturday that the education 
system in Ontario is a poor 
example of what it ought to be 
for Indians. 

Mr. Currte, an Ojibway 
from southwestern Ontario and 
former Toronto high school 
principal, said that inthe 1969- 
70 school yeor there were 44 
Indians in Grade 13 in Ontario. 

He said these 44 came from

In the course of my | 
life | have lived in two dist- | 
inct cultures. | was born into a 
culture that lived in commun- 
al houses. My grandfather's 
house was 80 feet long. It 
was called a smoke house ond 
it stood down by a beach a- 
long the inlet. All my grand- 
father's sons ond their famil- 
ies lived in this lorge dwelling. | 
Their sleeping apartments were 
separated by blankets made of 
bull rush reeds. But one open 
fire in the middle served the 
cooking needs for all. In 
houses like these, throughout 
our tribe, people learned to 
live with one another; they 
learned to serve one another 
and they learned to respect 
the rights of one another. Our 
children shared the thoughts 
of the adult world and found 
themselves surrounded by aunts 
ond uncles and cousins who 
loved them. My father was 
born in such a house and learn- | 
ed from infancy how to love 
people and be at home with | 
them. 

And beyond this accept- 
ance of one another there wos 
a deep respect for everything 
in nature that surrounded | 
them.

| remember, as a little

| can see him standing by the

he softly cried. .."Thank You." | 
"Thonk You.” It left a deep 
impression on my young mind. 
And | shall never forget his 
disappointment when once he 
cought me goffing for Fish 
"lust For the fun of it." My 
son, he said, the Great Spirit | 
gave you those fish tobe your | 
brothers, to feed you when you 
are hungry. You must respect 
them. You must not kill them 
just for the fun of it." This 
then was the culture | was born | 
into and for some years the only 
one | really knew or tasted.

I see my white brothers 
going about blotting out nature 
from his cities... | see him strip 
the hills bare leaving ugly 
wounds on the face of mount- 
gains. | see him tearing things 
from the bosom of mother earth 
as though she were o monster 
who refused to share her treas- 
ures with him. | see him throw 
poison in her waters, indifferent 
to the life he kills and he chokes 
the air with deadly fumes. 

| know that my white 
brother does many things well, 
but I wonder if he has ever 
really learned how to love?

announced it plans an expansion | 


and modernization program 
over the next few years. 

The group said if this is 
planned the company must have 
alternate sources of material 
already planned. 

W.M. Bateman, president 
of Lake Ontario Cement Comp- 
any, said the company expects 
to announce a major expansion 
program within 60 days. 

With sales in 1971 ct a 
record $26.4 million, compared 
with $22.6 million in 1970, the 
company has a study of the 
capital needs for the next five 
years in progress "to enable 
us to meet the expected growth 
in demand for cement and con- 
crete products.” 

The president said several 
alternative plans for expansion 
were being considered. 

The company's capital 
spending in 1971 was around 
$1.4 million and was princip- 
ally for pollution control eq- 


uipment. 

James Taylor, MLA, Prince 
Edward-Lennox, said last week 
he was hopeful a new source 
of material for the company 
had been found in an esker 
near Picton. An esker is a ridg 
of gravelly and sandy drift, 
believed to have been formed 
by streams under or in glacial 
ice. 

During the provincial 
election campaign, Mr. Taylor 
announced the government 
would re-acquire the 15.6 acre 
piece of land leased to the 
cement company. 

Since that date public 
pressure by individuals and 
groups has grown to put an end 
to sand mining in the high 
sand dunes adjacent to Sand- 
banks Provincial Park. 

The company's lease ob- 
tained by the trade of comp- 
ony-owned land to the Crown, 
runs to the year 2041.

The steamer Jessie Bain 
was a popular boat on the 
Picton-Deseronto run. Having 
the contract for carrying the 
mail, which was cancelled 
during 1907, the steamer was 
placed out of operation on 
this particular route. 

On the 22nd of August, 
1912, while on her way from 
Picton to Naponee, the Jessie 
Bain broke her shaft when a- 
bout three miles above Deser- 
onto. The steamer Brockville 
took on the Bain's freight. 
The steam yacht Madge towed 
the disabled boat back to 
Picton. 

Captain W.F. Bristow 
of the Jessie Bain, assisted in 
saving the lives of four persons, 
near Thompson's Point, Bay 
of Quinte, in 1912, when the 
motor boat they were in caught 
fire ond the occupants had to 
jump into the bay.
